BELLAMY  AWARD  - 1962 


Only  three  years  ago  this  October  12,  the  Annual  Francis  Bellamy  Award  was  pre- 
sented to  Berkeley  High  School  as  one  of  the  most  progressive  and  productive  second- 
ary schools  in  the  Nation  and  the  best  in  California,  as  rated  by  the  Bellamy  staff.  Each 
year  California  is  invited  to  attend  the  Flag  Award  ceremonies  at  the  newly  selected 
school,  and  so  BHS's  representative  has  the  honor  of  attending. 

Last  June  it  was  my  good  fortune — thanks  to  the  Student  Body — to  be  selected 
as  California's  participant  in  the  21st  Annual  Award  held  at  West  High  School,  Water- 
loo, Iowa,  this  Fall.  The  entire  event  of  three  days  was  organized  to  the  most  minute  de- 
tail and  very  efficiently  administered.  The  purpose  of  my  attendance  and  of  my  speech 
-California's  part  of  the  program,  was  to  reflect  the  quality  and  dignity  of  the  Bel- 
lamy Award  through  Berkeley  High's  ideals,  prestige,  and  accomplishments  scholastic- 
ally,  athletically,  and  artistically.  Humbly  and  with  some  trepidity,  I undertook  this  as- 
signment which  was  a real  challenge;  I only  hope  I did  justice  to  you  now  at  BHS,  to 
our  Alumni,  and  to  our  wonderful  State  of  California.  Personally,  it  was  a most  reward- 
ing experience  and  one  that  I shall  never  forget. 

Interesting,  educational,  and  fun  activities  preceded  and  followed  the  presentation 
program.  West  High's  student  body,  her  faculty,  the  representatives'  hosts  and  their 
families,  Waterloo  citizens  and  many  high  ranking  State  officials  were  most  friendly, 
eager  for  us  to  see  their  beautiful  country  and  homes,  good  business  and  government, 
and  excellent  schools.  They  are  very  grateful  people,  full  of  optimism  and  quantities  of 
spirit;  for  example,  twelve  busloads  of  students  and  band  members  plus  6,000  others  at- 
tended a night  high  school  football  game  120  mi les  from  Waterloo.  They  never  stopped 
cheering  their  teams  the  whole  evening! 


The  Award  program  itself  was  most  effective:  The  grandson  of  Mr.  Bellamy,  the 
author  of  our  "Pledge  of  Allegiance,"  made  a very  impressive  Flag  presentation;  a 300- 
voice  high  school  choir  inspired  us  with  their  interpretation  of  Irving  Caesar's  "Pledge 
of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag,"  and  the  various  student  representatives  from  across  the  Na- 
tion were  top  quality,  excellent  public  speakers,  eager  to  exchange  ideas  with  one 
another.  The  entire  program  was  a tremendous  stimulus  to  Americanism  at  its  best. 

May  Berkeley  High  School  always  have  the  faith,  integrity,  and  courage  to  "ear- 
nestly desire  the  higher  gifts"  so  she  may  be  shown  "a  still  more  effective  way."  Any 
high  school  which  receives  the  Bellamy  Award  can  be  sure  she  has  something  worth 
preserving,  defending,  and  giving  to  others.
